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Throughout Nicaragua, billboards have 
gone up with a giant reproduction of a fa¬ 
mous 1927 telegram: 

“To Captain G.D. Hatfield, Comman¬ 
der of the Yankee Occupation Forces, 
Ocotal. 

“I have received your message and fully 
understand its contents. I will not sur¬ 
render, and I await you here. I want a free 
homeland or death. I am not afraid of you. I 
count on the patriotic ardor of those who ac¬ 
company me. Auguso C Sandino “ 
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A fter the Chernobyl dis¬ 
aster, an estimated 
92,000 people were evacuated 
from an 18-mile zone, much 
of which will remain unfit for 
human resettlement for years 
to come. Evidence of damage 
beyond this arbitrary “danger 
zone" abounds. 

2,000 miles north of 
Chernobyl in Lapland, the 
sparse yet beautiful northern 
arc of Scandinavia. 97 per¬ 
cent of the first 1,000 
reindeer put to the annual 
fall slaughter have been de¬ 
clared unfit for human con¬ 
sumption due to high radia¬ 
tion levels. Experts believe 
that renlau lichen, a growth 
savored by the deer, served 
as a spongy conduit for the 
nuclear rains that followed 
the accident. The Swedish 
government plans to buy the 
contaminated meat for feed 
at mink and fox farms since 
the expensive furs made from 
those creatures’ pelts will not 
be affected. 

Scientists voiced great 
concern over the effects of 
Chernobyl on migratory birds 
during last summer’s Inter¬ 
national Ornithological Con¬ 
gress in Ottawa, reports 
Wing Tips , a journal for 
birdwatchers. Since the 
Chernobyl region is a major 
flyway for migrants, experts 
worry that the birds will 
pause to feed near the 
damaged reactor, carrying its 
radioactive cesium-137 to 
uncontaminated regions. 

One focus of concern is 
the Eurasian Coot, a 
frequent flier through the 
Ukraine and a common meal 
in Pakistan and Afghanistan. 

A biologist studying 
radioactive releases from the 
U.S. government’s Savannah 
River Plant found that the 
American Coot accumulates 
higher concentrations than 
other water fowl. 

Chernobyl’s fallout may 
have also found its way into 
some of the specialty foods 
shipped around the world. 
After testing some 600 food 
imports for Chernobyl radia¬ 
tion, the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration found that 
two samples of Italian cheese 
contained iodine 131. The 
contaminated shipment of 
Mozzarella di Bufaia was sent 
back to Italy.

In several areas of the Third World, a kind of warfare is 
being waged that rarely involves the direct engagement of 
one military force against another. 

It is a warfare of economics and hunger, of intimidation 
and demoralization—a warfare, usually carried out by 
proxy, that can effectively stop a poor nation’s develop¬ 
ment dead in its tracks. 

Tactics used in “low-intensity conflicts” typically in¬ 
clude economic destabilization and the deliberate rending 
of a nation’s social fabric. Mercenary or other proxy 
forces are armed and funded to carry out activities such as 
these: 

• Curtailing food production by making farmland in¬ 
secure: Killing peasants and their livestock, burning crops, 
mining fields, and destroying farm equipment. This also 
has the effect of dislocating people, many of whom flee to 
already hard-pressed urban areas. 

• Sabotaging transport systems and other infrastructure: 
roads, bridges, railway lines, port facilities, communica¬ 
tions networks, power stations. This obstructs distribution 
of food and other necessities within the country, along 
with import-export trade. 

• Attacking the personnel and facilities of social pro¬ 
grams: schools, health-care centers, co-ops. This not only 
disrupts the delivery of basic services, but also induces 
psychological strain on people in areas of conflict. 

• Damaging industrial facilities to cripple their income- 
producing capacity. This also has the effect of making a 
country a “poor risk” for foreign investment by jeopard¬ 
izing projects that could enhance economic or agricul¬ 
tural development. 

Such attacks can lead to a virtual state of siege. The 
human costs, paid today in misery and hunger, may con¬ 
tinue to be paid for decades in the currency of underde¬ 
velopment. 

People in the United States are perhaps most familiar 
with the “low-intensity conflicts” in Central America, 
where people fleeing for their lives are having an impact on 
our lives: as many as 1 million Central Americans have 
entered the United States since 1979. 

In Nicaragua, peasants in the north and east are targets 
of contra forces, and have left their farms and homes there 
in large numbers. In El Salvador, where 90 percent of the 
population earn less than $100 a year, about one-third of 
the country is controlled by insurgents. Some 60,000 non- 
combatants have been killed in the war since 1979.

THE ERLEDOM CHARTER 

Drafted by a subcommittee of the 
National Action Council from 
contributions submitted by groups, 
individuals and meetings all over South 
Africa* approved by the ANC National 
Executive and adopted at the Congress of 
the People held at Kliptown near 
Johannesburg on 25-26 June 1955. 

Each section of the charter was 
adopted by acclamation with a show of 
hands and shouts of 'Afrika'. I 


PREAMBLE 

We, the people of South Africa, 
declare for all our country and the 
world to know: 

That South Africa belongs to all 
who live in it, black and white, and 
that no government can justly claim 
authority unless it is based on the will 
of the people. 

That our people have been robbed of 
their birthright to land, liberty and 
peace by a form of government founded on 
injustice and inequality; 

That our country will never be 
prosperous or free until all our people 
live in brotherhood, enjoying equal 
rights and opportunities; 

That only a democratic state, based 
on the will of all the people, can 
secure to all their birthright without 
distinction of colour, race, sex or 
be 1ief; 

And therefore, we the people of 
South Africa, black and white, together 
- equals, countrymen and brothers - 
adopt this Freedom Charter. And we 
pledge ourselves to strive together, 
sparing nothing of our strength and 
courage, until the democratic changes 
here set out have been won. 


THE PEOPLE SHALL GOVERN! 

Every man and woman shall have the 
right to vote for and stand as a 
candidate for all bodies which make 
1 aws; 

All the people shall be entitled to 
take part in the administration of the 
country; 

The rights of the people shall be 
the same regarldess of race, colour, or 
sex ; 

All bodies of minority rule, 
advisory boards, councils and 
authorities shall be replaced by 
democratic organs of self-government. 


ALL NATIONAL GROUPS SHALL HAVE

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E ven when the creeks 
don't rise, many Mid¬ 
land, Michigan residents can 
expect toxic contamination of 
their water from the nearby 
Dow Chemical complex. But 
flooding during the weekend 
of September 13 over¬ 
whelmed Dow's wastewater 
treatment center, sweeping 
at least seven chemical 
solvents into the 
Tittabawassee River that 
runs by the homes of Mid¬ 
land residents. 

Because Dow’s treatment 
plant lay under eight feet of 
water, the state of Michigan’s 
Department of Natural 
Resources allowed the com¬ 
pany to discharge between 90 
million and 100 million 
gallons of untreated waste 
into the Tittabawassee. This 
“emergency release" of chem¬ 
icals rushed with the swollen 
flood waters directly into 
Saginaw Bay, which opens 
into Lake Huron. 

“The Tittabawassee already 
showed high levels of 
hazardous chemicals, in¬ 
cluding 2,4-D, dioxin, 
hexachlorobenzene," says 
Diane Hebert, a toxics 
coordinator for Greenpeace. 
Following the flood the state 
detected seven solvents in the 
river system, including 
toluene, 1 - 2-4 
tricholorobenzene and 
tetrachloroe thane. 

State officials don't know 
what long-term damage may 
result from the release.
